The  semester  class  schedules 
used  to  be  worked  out  by  writing 
in  class  names  on  huge  maps, 
erasing  and  writing  again.  Now  it’s 
done  with  computers  which 
describe  the  scheduling  conflicts 
on  a screen. 

THE  ACADEMIC  Scheduling 
Office  is  now  compiling  the 
Winter  1973  Class  Schedule.  Larry 
Bagley,  academic  scheduling 
officer,  explained  the  process  of 
organizing,  editing  and  printing 
the  schedule. 

Bagley  works  in  the  Scheduling 
Office,  B 1 30  ASB,  with  one 
full-time  and  two  part-time 
employes  in  producing  the  class 
schedules. 

“The  office  plans  the  deadlines 
for  the  various  stages  of  producing 
the  schedule  a year  in  advance,” 
Bagley  said.  “Then,  a month  prior 
to  giving  the  different 
departments  source  documents, 
the  office  sends  information  on 
how  to  complete  the  documents 
to  all  deans  and  department 
chairmen.  This  initial  information 
provides  codes  and  department 
abbreviations  needed  in 
completing  the  forms,”  Bagley 
explained. 

The  information  is  then 
inserted  into  an  IBM  2260 
computer,  an  input-output  device 
connected  by  an  electric  cord 
with  the  Computer  Center.  The 


information  is  interpreted  and 
stored  in  the  Computer  Center, 
Bagley  said. 

Changes  can  be  made  by  typing 
on  a keyboard  connected  with  the 
computer.  If  a change  cannot  be 
made,  a screen  on  the  computer 
describes  the  conflict. 

“We’ve  used  this  computer  for. 
two  years,”  Bagley  said.  “Before 
that,  we  used  large  maps  showing 
every  building  and  every  room 
and  wrote  in  the  information  on 
the  maps!” 

Next,  the  computer  compiles 
the  information  on  computer 
sheets.  The  office  is  now,  in  the 
process  of  checking  these  sheets 
for  duplications  of  classrooms  and 
for  capacity  of  rooms  versus  the 
number  of  cards  available  for  the 
classes. 

“After  resolving  classroom 
conflicts,  we  will  get  a proof  copy 
on  a computer  print-out,  which 
will  go  to  the  deans  and 
department  chairmen.  They  come 
to  the  office  if  they  want  to 
correct  anything,”  Bagley 
explained. 

Bagley  also  explained  the 
process  of  editing  the 
introductory  information  which 
appears  in  the  section  before  the 
class  listings. 

“We  use  the  information  in  the 
fall  semester  schedule  as  a guide  in 
making  the  winter  schedule.  We 
take  an  old  schedule  and  mark  the 
necessary  changes  in  it . If  we  need 
to  add  material,  we  type  it  up  on 
separate  sheets,”  Bagley  said.

Utahns  lauded  for  non-smoking 


CO-ED  CLUB  THAT  SERVES

“I  wish  all  groups  of  people 
were  as  easy  and  remarkable  in 
not  smoking  and  preventing  lung 
cancer,  as  people  in  this 
surrounding  are,”  commented  the 
n ational  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  American  Cancer 
Society  in  a luncheon  Monday 
afternoon. 


CHARLES  Ebersol,  chairman  of 
the  National  Division  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society,  met 
with  some  of  the  top  Utah  Cancer 
Society  officials  with  a message  to 
motivate  public  education  and 
stress  the  importance  of  seeing  a 
doctor  regularly  for  checkups. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the 
national  organization,  according 
to  Ebersol  is  to  have  every  woman 
in  the  United  States  twenty  years 


of  age  or  older  have  at  least  one 
pap  smear  before  1976. 

Ebersol  outlined  a three-fold 
program  the  Cancer  Society 
intends  to  follow  during  the  next 
few  years.  This  program  includes 
reduction  in  deaths  by  skin  cancer 
and  related  areas,  research  into 
new  cures  and  service  to  the 
cancer  patient. 

Marvin  Pugh,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  directors  for  the  Utah 
division,  noted  last  year  Utah 
raised  more  than  the  $280,000 
goal  set  for  the  crusade.  Cancer 
officials  estimate  a goal  of  more 
than  $300,000  will  be  set  for  the 
Utah  division  this  year. 

Also  attending  the  BYU 
luncheon  Monday  was  Stan  Watts, 
honorary  state  crusade  chairman 
and  director  of  athletics  at  BYU. 
Watts,  who  retired  last  spring  as 
head  basketball  coach  at  BYU, 
was  recently  named  by  President 
Richard  Nixon  as  “National 
Coach  of  the  Year  in  the  Crusade 
Against  Cancer”.  As  honorary 
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crusade  chairman,  Watts  has 
helped  the  organization  by 
soliciting  funds  for  the 
organization  and  addressing 
various  groups  on  the  seriousness 
of  cancer.

No  peace  in  sight 


What  the  United  States  should  offer  is  free— truly  free-elections  in 
South  Vietnam  supervised  by  the  U.N.  Thieu  has  showed  little 
inclination  to  that  sort  of  thing,  but  if  we  say  we  demand  such  elections 
or  we  will  pull  out  completely-Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force— he  might. 

If  not,  then  we  should  pull  out  and  let  the  Vietnamese  settle  it 
themselves. 


It  would  be  what  Thieu’s  so-called  “elected  government”  chose. 

If  the  elections  are  held  and  the  communists  given  control,  then  the 
South  Vietnamese  will  have  what  they  want-whether  we  like  it  or  not. 

If  a democratic  government  is  elected  and  the  North  continues  the 
war,  we  might  have  to  continue  aiding  the  South  to  balance  Chinese 
and  Russian  help  to  the  North,  but  at  least  we  will  have  an  ally  we  can 
be  proud  of. 


It  is  intriguing,  and  a bit 
dismaying  to  read  that  within  the 
next  decade  or  so  the  American 
consumer  may  find  beverages  sold 
in  edible  cans,  candy  bars 
dispensed  in  edible  wrappers  and 
meats  encased  in  nutritious 
containers  that  dissolve  during 
cooking. 

That  may  be  a possible  solution 
to  the  growing  problem  of  what 
to  do  with  solid  wastes,  but  it 
poses  some  problems  of  its  own. 

What  do  you  do  with  the  candy 
bar  in  its  edible  wrapper  which 


has  been  lying  on  the  store  shelf 
for  weeks  undusted? 

And  what  about  the  picky 
children  (young  and  old)  who 
already  insist  on  taking  the  jacket 
off  boiled  potatoes,  peeling  the 
skins  off  hot  dogs  and  excising  the 
remotest  trace  of  fat  from  their 
roast  beef?  Will  awareness  that  an 
invisible  film  once  encased  their 
chicken  cause  them  to  cry  fo(w)l? 

As  for  soft  drinks  in  edible  cans, 
we  can  only  wait  and  see,  but 
experience  out  of  the  dim  past 
makes  us  doubt.  Remember  those 


miniature  bottles  of 
orange-flavored  water  that  used  to 
sell  for  a penny  over  the  counter? 
They,  too,  were  “edible,”  or  at 
least  chewable.  For  hours  on  end. 

One  favorite  solution  , to  the 
wrapping  problem  is  one 
prescribed  by  the  French  for 
fresh-baked  bread  since  time 
beyond  memory:  Remove  a warm 
and  fragrant  baguette  of  bread 


from  the  oven;  tuck  under  the 
arm;  head  for  home;  resist,  if  you 
can,  the  temptation  to  nibble 
before  you  get  there 


President  Nixon’s  latest  statement  to  the  effect  that  he  will  not 
change  his  bargaining  position  in  the  Vietnam  negotiations  for  votes  in 
November  blots  out  any  hopes  for  immediate  peace-  if  he  means  what 
he  says. 

The  U.S.  must  change  its  demands  if  the  talks  are  to  prove  successful. 
At  present,  our  offer  is  an  American  withdrawal  in  exchange  for  an 
internationally  supervised  cease-fire,  direct  negotiations  between  North 
and  South  Vietnams  and  release  of  American  prisoners  of  war  and  an 
accounting  for  missing  soldiers. 

This  offers  the  North  no  gains,  only  an  end  to  the  bombing.  If  there 
were  a cease-fire,  negotiations  with  Thieu  would  not  produce  anything 
for  Thieu  would  not  have  any  reason  to  bargain. 


Tooth  in  packaging 
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Biblical  favorites 


Thus  saveth  the  candidates 


You  can  tell  something  about  a 
man  from  the  Bible  verses  he 
cherishes. 

That’s  especially  true  of  men 
such  as  President  Nixon  and  Sen. 
George  McGovern,  who  grew  up 
in  religious  homes  and  were 
exposed  to  Bible  reading  from 
early  childhood. 

McGovern’s  favorite  Bible  verses 
are  easy  to  ascertain,  inasmuch  as 
he  has  them  framed  and  hanging 
on  the  wall  of  his  Senate  office. 


The  Democratic  presidential 
candidate  clearly  reveals  a deep 
concern  for  social  justice  in  the 
passages  of  scripture  he  has 
chosen  as  guiding  lights  to  his  life. 

One  is  the  climactic  line  from 
Jesus’  famous  parable  about  the 
Last  Judgment.  In  that  parable, 
Jesus  says  that  men  will  be  judged 
by  God  solely  on  the  basis  of  how 
they  respond  in  this  life  to  the 


hunger,  suffering  and  need  of 
their  fellow  human  beings. 

The  parable,  in  the  25th  chapter 
of  Matthew’s  gospel,  enumerates 
various  acts  of  simple  human 
kindness,  and  then,  in  the  40th 
verse,  which  McGovern  has  on  his 
wall,  God  says  to  men  that 
“Whenever  you  did  this  (a  kind 
deed)  for  one  of  the  least 
important  of  your  brothers,  you 
did  it  for  me.”  (Revised  Standard 
Edition) 

McGovern  also  likes  Jesus’ 
saying  recorded  in  Luke  9:24: 

“For  the  person  who  wants  to 
save  his  own  life  will  lose  it;  but 
the  one  who  loses  his  life  for  my 
sake  will  save  it.” 

His  favorite  Old  Testament 
verse  is  Micah  6:8: 

“God  has  told  you  what  is 
good; 

“And  what  is  it  that  the  Lord 
asks  of  you? 


“Only  to  act  justly,  to  love 
loyalty , 

“And  to  walk  wisely  before 
your  God.” 

This  verse  was  also  the  favorite 
of  another  Democratic 
presidential  candidate- Adlai  E. 
Stevenson. 

One  way  to  get  a clue  to 
President  Nixon’s  favorite  Bible 
verses  is  to  study  his  speeches  and 
other  public  statements  to 
ascertain  which  passages  of 
scripture  he  likes  to  quote. 

Such  an  analysis  indicates 
Nixon  is  grehtly  attached  to 
biblical  passages  dealing  with 
peace  and  personal  integrity. 

One  of  his  favorites  is  Isaiah 
32:17,  in  which  one  of  the 
greatest  of  Israel’s  prophets  looks 
forward  to  a day  “when 
righteousness  shall  yield  peace, 
and  its  fruit  will  be  quietness  and 
contentment  forever.”

McGovern  speaks  to  nation 


CHICAGO  — Democrat  George  McGovern  said  last  night  as  president 
he  would  “forget  about  saving  face,”  command  an  end  to  U.S. 
involvement  in  the  Vietnam  war  and  send  his  vice  president  to  Hanoi  to 
speed  the  return  of  American  prisoners. 

McGovern  said  in  a nationally-televised  address  the  difference 
between  President  Nixon’s  policy  and  his  is  fundamental: 

“It  is  a choice,  after  all,  between  saving  face  or  saving  lives.  It  is  a 
choice  between  four  more  years  of  war,  or  four  years  of  peace.” 


The  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
reaffirmed  its  ruling  on  the 
unconstitutionality  of  the  death 
penalty  today  rejecting  motions 
to  reconsider  its  June  29  ruling. 


Georgia  and  Texas  requested 
the  court  reconsider,  but  it  would 
not  after  examining  the 
far-reaching  consequences  and  the 
length  of  time  the  ruling  had  been 
under  advisement. 


Kissinger  still  negotiating 


WASHINGTON  - Presidential  adviser  Henry  Kissinger  and  North 
Vietnamese  negotiators  completed  a third  day  of  private  talks  in  Paris 
yesterday  and  agreed  to  extend  their  sessions  into  a fourth  day,  the 
White  House  announced. 

White  House  press  secretary  Ron  Ziegler  refused  again  to  discuss  the 
substance  of  the  unprecedentedly  prolonged  talks  or  to  say  whether  the 
extension  meant  a breakthrough  in  negotiations  is  near. 


It  would  take  a vote  of  a 
majority,  including  a justice  who 
sided  against  the  death  penalty  to 
have  the  decision  reconsidered. 


Flour  costs  to  soar 

SAN  FRANCISCO  - The  recent  sale  of  U.S.  wheat  to  Russia  will 
raise  flour  costs  and  may  cause  “permanent  and  irreparable”  damage  to 
bakeries,  warns  the  American  Bakers  Association. 

The  association  Monday  said  in  a statement: 

“An  immediate  and  direct  effect  of  these  exports  has  been  the  most 
dramatic  flour  price  increase  to  bakers  in  history.” 


The  Supreme  Court,  which 
seldom  reconsiders  a ruling, 
returned  all  the  backlog  of  capital 
punishment  appeals  to  the  various 
states  for  appropriate  action. 


Publisher  released  from  prison 

LEWISBURG,  Pa.  - Publisher  Ralph  Ginzburg  was  paroled  from  a 
federal  prison  farm  yesterday  after  serving  eight  months  of  a three-year 
term  for  dispensing  pornography.  As  he  left,  he  accused  the  Supreme 
Court  “of  high  crimes  and  treason.” 

“I  have  fought  this  case  as  a matter  of  principle  right  from  the  start, 
and  I do  not  intend  to  give  up  now,”  said  the  43-year-old  New  Yorker. 
“I  will  be  vindicated.  I don’t  care  if  it  takes  the  rest  of  my  life.” 


Georgia,  saying  the  June  29 
ruling  was  of  “countrywide 
proportions,”  asked  for  a 
reconsideration  of  13  cases,  in 
which  the  rulings  would  be 
limited  to  Georgia’s  own 
circumstances,  and  Texas  asked 
for  the  reconsideration  of  the 
decision  on  similar  grounds. 


The  June  decision  came  on  a 
five  to  four  vote  by  the  Supreme 
Court  Justices,  in  which  the 
majority  opinion  ruled  the  death 
penalty  “cruel  and  unusual 
punishment”  forbidden  by  the 
Constitution.

BYU’s  premiere  running  back 
Pete  VanValkenburg  has  earned 
conference  and  national  honors 
for  his  rushing  performance  last 
Saturday  in  Anaheim  stadium 
against  Long  Beach  State. 

The  senior  tailback  has  been 
named  co-offensive  player  of  the 
week  in  the  WAC  by  the 
conference  offices  and  has 
received  national  acclaim  by  being 
named  to  United  Press 
International’s  Backfield  of  the 
Week. 

Pedaling  Pete  penetrated  the 
Long  Beach  defense  for  247  yards 
in  his  star-studded  afternoon 
performance,  in  addition  to 
notching  three  touchdowns  for 
the  Blue.  Two  of  the  scoring  runs 
were  64  and  73-yard  jaunts. 

The  247-yard  total  is  the  second 
best  in  Western  Athletic 
Conference  history.  Another  BYU 
performer,  Eldon  Fortie,  is  the 
only  loop  player  to  top  it,  with 
272  yards  in  1962  against  George 
Washington. 

“I  think  sitting  out  the  Oregon 
State  game,  helped  me,”  stated 
VanValkenburg,  who  has  been 
bothered  during  the  season  with 
an  ankle  injury  and  a hip  pointer. 
“The  hip  is  okay  now,  and  I was 
really  ready  to  get  going 
Saturday.” 

VanValkenburg’s  coach,  LaVell 
Edwards,  praised  his  rusher’s 
effort.  “The  record  can  speak  for 
itself,”  said  Edwards,  “It  was  not 
only  a tribute  to  Pete  but  to  the 
entire  offense  as  well.”
